The sale has been arranged for 
four counties—M organ, Elliott, 
Magoffin and Floyd. Seven farm¬ 
ers in these counties produced 
Turkish leaf this year and will 
bring if to the market here. They 
produced the crop under contract 
with the Southeastern Aromatic 
Tobacco Co. of North Carolina, 
which will have buyers here to 
purchase the crops 

Farmers will be paid for the 
leaf on the spot, and there will 
be no selling charge. 

Unlike burley, no allotment is 
needed to grow Turkish tobacco. 
Most Kentucky crops of this type 
burley are grown in Mountain 
counties, and production aver¬ 
ages from 900 to 1,200 pounds per I

This is indicated in the 1957- 
58 Kentucky Industrial Directory 
recently published by the State 
Department of Industrial Dev¬ 
elopment and the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce. The last 
directory was published in 1955. 

The new directory says manu¬ 
facturing in Kentucky has reached 
its "highest level of development" 
and now provides jobs for one 
of every six persons in the State’s 
labor force and contributes nearly 
20 per cent of all personal income. 

Average monthly manufactur¬ 
ing employment in the State last 
year reached a high of 170.630, a 
gain of 29.7 per cent since 1947.

October 1 was the official beg¬ 
inning of the Fall Forest Fire 
season in Kentucky. Several of 
the State Fire Laws will become 
effective on that date which only 
apply during the official fire 
season The fire season runs thr¬ 
ough December. ^ 

The law most people are most 
familinar with which takes ef¬ 
fect during the official fire sea¬ 
son is the 4:30 burning law. This 
law, KRS 149.300, states in part 
that no tires shall be set to 
brush, leaves, grass, debris, or 
field containing dry grass loc¬ 
ated in or within 200 feet of any 
woodland or brushland. Between 
the hours of 4:30 and midnight 
burning nearer woodland or 
brushland is permitted if obser- 
vrinro of KRS 149.290 is taken 
KRS 149 290 states in part that 
fires are not to be set at any 
time or place without having 
taken precautions to prevent 
I spread. 

Penalties for violation of KRS 
149 290 and KRS 149300 are fines 
of from $10 to $100 or imprison¬ 
ment of from ten days to six 
months. In addition, should a for¬ 
est fire originate from such burn¬ 
ing. the person letting fire escape 
is liable to the state and county 
for the full cost of suppressing 
that fire. 

In all there are eight different 
State Laws which apply to the 
escape or setting of fires in or 
near any woodland or brushland 
in Kentucky. To inforce these 
laws, all of the regular employe- 
j es of the Kentucky Division of 
j Forestry and the Cumberland 
j National Forest have been sworn 
to an oath by an elected official, 
i In the Northeastern District your 
Forest Rangers and Forest Guards 
were sworn to their oath by 
Judge McClain of Rowan County. 
The Fire Laws of Kentucky were 
exacted bv the Legislators repre¬ 
senting you in Frankfort. Your 
| Rangers and Guards are sworn 
to enforce them and are doing a 
| good job Should you violate one 
of the laws, do not feel to harshly 
toward your Division man who 
catches you. Every person should 
have a copy of all laws in force 
which mav concern them so that 
1 thev know how far or what they 
I can do without endangering an- 
others property or livelihood. In 
connection with the Fire Laws 
everyone is encouraged to see 
your Forest Rranger or Forest 
Guard and obtain a copy of the 
laws You may write to Bo i 353. 
Morehead for a copy if you desire.

HEALTH FOR .ALL 
Virus Japan 507 

That's the official name for the 
bug that may cause us a lot of 
trouble now that the influenza 
season begins. Cases of this new 
import from Asia were relatively 
few in the summer months, but 
we can expect them to increase 
in fall and winter. Whether or 
not Asian flu will be as rampant 
in this country as in the Far East 
we can’t yet tell, but it’s possible 
that 15 to 20 per cent of us will 
be hit. 

The disease itself can be ex¬ 
pected to be rather mild—so 
there’s no occision for hysteria. 
However, the effect on any com¬ 
munity, if large numbers are 
sick at one time even for a few 
days, can be serious. Fortunately, 
vacine will be available at least 
for those in essential occupations 
such as medical, fire and police, 
but there may not be enough for 
everybody. 

If you do catch Asian flu, it 
will hit suddenly after a one or 
two day incubation period. At 
first it may seem just like a com¬ 
mon cold with a runny nose and 
sore throat But there will also be 
fever, headache, aching muscles 
and joints, and that feeling of 
being “tired all over.” There's 
no specific treatment, but aspirin 
and rest v^ill help you get through 
the three to five day course of 
the disease with the least pos¬ 
sible suffering. Rest, too is im¬ 
portant to prevent “hitch hikers" 
—More serious secondary illnes- 
sess such as pneumonia. You can 
help slow down spread of the dis¬ 
ease as well as avoid secondary 
infections by taking yourself out 
of circulation as soon as you 
notice any symptoms. 

Watch /for advice and instruc¬ 
tions from public health officials 
in your community. If an epidemic 
should strike, they’ll tell you 
what to do. 


HUNTER BEWARE! 

WITH RABBIT shooting sea¬ 
son opening Nov. 20, you’d think 
they'd warn the rabbits. But no. 
They're warning the hunters. 

Kentuckians buying hunter’s 
licenses at county clerk’s offices 
are being given in many counties 
a billfold-size card, the color of 
a caution light, which proclaims 
“Hunter Beware!" 

Issued by the State Health Dep¬ 
artment, the cards suggest pre¬ 
cautions against tularemia, des¬ 
cribe its symptoms in the rabbit, 
tell of ttx effects upon human 
beings. This advice is given: 

Shoot your rabbits on a run; a 
lazy rabbit may be a sick rabbit. 
Never handle a rabbit found dead. 
Wear rubber gloves when dres¬ 
sing a rabbit. If organs of the 
rabbit show white spots throw it 
away. Cook rabbits thoroughly.

The Dis¬ 
trict Forester of the Division of 
Forestry said that, in all count¬ 
ies in the Northeastern District, 
the Division of Forestry Person¬ 
nel are ready, willing, and able 
to help anyone desiring their as¬ 
sistance in reducing any fire haz¬ 
ards creating a danger to Ken¬ 
tucky’s timberlands. 

Each and every day of every 
week should be fire prevention 
time to protect the great potential 
wealth growing or starting to 
grow on Kentucky’s hills and 
mountains. 

Some of the hazards threaten¬ 
ing the woodlands, during fire 
weather, which can be reduced 
are the: - 

Placement of home rubbish 
burning plies. 

Placement of wash water heat¬ 
ing kettles. 

Placement and time of brush 
burning. 

Burning of sawdust piles. 

Slab pile fires at sawmills. 

Individual carelessness with 
matches and smoking materials. 

United States and Kentucky 
needs for lumber, watershed pro¬ 
tection, game habitat and scenic 
value every stick of woody veg¬ 
etation it can grow. The better the 
quality the higher its value, so 
prevent fire from restroying any 
of our timberlands.

Historic significance of the action, however, 
becomes greater when considered in the context 
of other steps by the three branches of the 
Fderal government. The present Supreme Court 
has effectively nullified other long-recognized 
rights of the states. From a broad viewpoint, the 
decision, which removed the power of a state to 
prosecute a person for sedition and for engaging 
in any Communistic conspiracy to overthrow our 
form of government, was most important. 

The “liberal’’ Supreme Court has in its record 
numerous other decisions interpreting the Con¬ 
stitution in new fashions which all serve to ne¬ 
gate powers specifically reserved to the states. 

Congress itself has a recent record of steady 
encroachment upon state functions. A principal 
method has been to monopolize sources of tax 
revenue until the state and local governments 
have few places to which they can turn for 
needed money. Nearly all are preempted by the 
Federal tax gatherers. 

The people of the several states must boar a 
share of the blame. For a quarter century they 
have looked more and more to the Federal gov¬ 
ernment as an unlimited source of "benefits,” 
subsidies, grants-in-aid, loans, welfare provi¬ 
sions, etc. With these has come more and more 
Feedral control over all our local institutions and 
our individual lives.

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When future American history books are 
written, the year 1957 will stand prominently in 
the record. There have been several significant 
events this year that will then be recognized 
milestones on the road of drastic change taking 
place in the basic forms of government in the 
United States. 

While today some of these may appear as 
markers of progress toward a better nation to 
many groups who consider themselves liberal 
apostles of progress, they may not hold the same 
opinion when the full significance of the rapid 
concentration of governmental power is devel¬ 
oped. 

At the outset of discussion, it should be 
realized that the integration nr races in the pub¬ 
lic schools and colleges is only one facet of a 
many-sided picture. It is prominent today above- 
all else because many self-seeking politicians 
and professional crusaders are using it for their 
own peculiar purposes. It will be fully ac¬ 
complished, although gradually and painfully in 
many sections. Eventually, it will be accepted 
and taken as a matter of course. 

Some of the methods used, however, to hasten 
the process of desegregation where it has met 
with massive resistance have involved an overrid¬ 
ing of the basic relationships between the indi¬ 
vidual states and the Federal government as 
established by the Constitution. Principal among 
these was the sending of U.S. Army troops to 
Little Rock, Arkansas and the simultaneous fed¬ 
eralization of the Arkansas National Guard. 


We are well on the road to the submergence 
of the states as anything but geographical divi¬ 
sions of the nation. Too few of us have realized 
this. Too few even today recognize it as the 
approach of centralized state socialism on the 
well-defined European and Asaitic pattern. 

There is little now to encourage any hope that 
this trend will be halted. Rather, it has greatly 
accelerated during 1957. There is a bare possi¬ 
bility that, before it is too late to escape the in¬ 
evitable historic lapse into dictatorship, the poli¬ 
ticians and “liberals” who spearhead and guide 
this decline of American freedom may them¬ 
selves see the pit of national slavery into which 
they, too, will fall. But that possibility grows 
less each day.

President Eisenhower apparently had legal 
precedents which could be interpreted to sanc¬ 
tion the first of these steps. As to the latter 
step, there are very grave doubts that the con¬ 
ditions existed under which that could legally 
be done. Nevertheless, it was'done and thereby 
a new precedent has been set. 

The immediate objective, that of upholding a 
Federal court decree, will be obtained. The 
basic problem of acceptance of racial integration 
in the South, however, will not be resolved by 
force. Dr. A. Whitney Griswold, president of 
Yale University, prescribed the real solution Iasi 
Sept. 5 when he said: “This problem will be 
solved only through education, which in the long 
run will produce peace, quiet and justice.” 


Another thing that we are tired of hearing 
and should be very happy never to hear again 
is this constantly mounting talk of how America's 
prestige is going to suffer abroad if wc carry 
into effect some historic American policy. 

If a certain policy is necessary and if its exe¬ 
cution will serve the general welfare here at 
home, that policy should be approved regardless 
of what foreign peoples think. Of course, we 
should safeguard our national reputation. Of 
course, we should be very careful not to give 
offense among foreign peoples. But after all, 
the American government is for the people of 
America. There is neither sense nor patriotism in 
discarding an historic American policy for fear 
that we shall alienate the friendship of people in 
foreign lands. 

This will be a poor country indeed if it ever 
reaches a point where we have to take a survey 
of a dozen foreign countries to find out what 
these people want and think before we dare to do 
what the general interest of the American peo¬ 
ple demands. The United States is the country 
of the American people. It is indej^andent of all 
foreign nations. And if we are wTse, we shall 
keep it that way. We must d* what is best for 
our own people regardless of foreign opinion.

A few asphalt shingles tossed 
into the trunk of your car now 
may get Jou out of a tight spot 
next winter.

The granules also 
gives the shingles color, for pig¬ 
ments are fired into them by a 
ceramic process before they are 
applied.

Women 62 Now 
May Draw Social 
Security Checks 

Many women in this area arp 
taking advantage of the new re¬ 
tirement age for women, declares 
Robert A. Flynn, manager of the 
Ashland office of the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration. 

The woman worker or the wife 
of a retired insured worker who 
chooses to receive benefits be¬ 
tween the age of 62 and 65 will 
rceive a reduced benefit and will 
continue to receive the reduced 
rate after reaching age 65. Wid¬ 
ow’s benefits, however, are now 
payable at age 62 without a re¬ 
duction in the amount of benefit, i 
even though a reduced wife’s 1 
I benefit was received prior to th< • 

I death of the husband. 

The Social Security Adminis- j 
tration tries to eliminate what 
is referred to as ’’red tape” as 
much as possible in connection j 
with the filing of claims; how¬ 
ever, certain information is need¬ 
ed in order to pay claims as 
quickly as possible. If the woman 
worker, wife, or widow is age 62 
or over at the time of filing a 
claim, it is necessary to establish 
correct date of birth. Also, when 
a widow files for payments on het 
deceased husband's account, her 
marriage certificate wlil be need¬ 
ed. A birth certificate established 
at time of birth or a baptismal 
certificate will usually serve as 
proof of age, or if one of these 
documents is not available old 
records such as insurance poli¬ 
cies or family Bible records can 
be used. 

Mr. Flynn concluded by saying 
it will speed up the processing ot 
your claim if you will bring your 
proofs with you on your first 
visit to the social security office. 
However, do not delay filing your 
claim just because you do not 
have the documents mentioned 
Your social security office will b« 
glad to assist you in filing your 
claim and securing the required 
proofs.
